A. POTENTIAL OOUN TER INTELLIGENCE ACTION

target for counterintelligence operation. The Bureau has /j *1/ 
been previously advised that the commune was located in 
the 3200 block of Second and Third Avenues in San Diego and 
that they had moved to 2412 J Street, San Diego. They have //C/ ■ ')- 

now moved out of 2412 J Street and are living at various a -^ 
loca t ions . ^ 


The Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) at San Diego 
State College (SDSC) in San Diego is allied with the Student ’ 
Mobilization Committee (SMC) in planning anti-war and 
anti-establishment activities. This group appears to be in 
the process of becoming more militant and there have been some 
Indications that they might be gathering, or attempting to 
gather, weapons. These two groups have good potential 
for counterintelligence operation. 

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) in 
San Diego remain ns a potential for counterintelligence 
action as it appears that certain elements in this group 
are attempting to start SDS organizations in junior colleges 
in San Diego. This group will be carefully watched for 
opportunities to interfere with this activity.

B. 


PENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 


At the present t ime is becoming more 

closely associated with individual members of the SDS group 
it UCSD in San Diego in an effort to tone down and modify their 
activities more in line with that of the old Communist Party 
which has seldom been Involved in activities such as bombings 
and violence. 


The San Diego Office continues to furnish the 
San Diego Police Department information at any time such 
information can result in the arrest of members of the various 
groups listed above where they become involved in illegal 
activities. Through close cooperation with local law 
enforcement intelligence agencies, local law enforcement is 
kept advised of planned activities of these groups and many 
acts contemplated by them can thus be stopped. For example, 
during a recent demonstration in San Diego, radical members 
had planned to take some action against flags located along 
the route of their march. As the result of intelligence 
information furnished to local law enforcement agencies, 
officers were stationed in such locations that they could 
observe and take action siiould any of the flags be defaced. 

As a result the radicals were completely frustrated 
stating that they could not plan anything without law 
enforcement office:)'S knowing in advance. 


Violent counterintelligence action such as breaking 
windows in homes and offices has been taken against radical 
groups in San Diego for some time. For example, the People’s 
Commune at 2412 J Street, recently vacated by them, has nearly 
every window broken. As a result of this type of activities 
these groups have a difficult time renting space for offices 
or for communal type living. In view of this counterintelligence 
activity being taken against these groups by unl dentlf ied 
individuals, the San Diego Office is not planning this type 
of counterintelligence at the present time, but continues 
watch for opportunities to frustrate these groups through 
passing on of intelligence information and through possible] 
means which might interfere with their financial situation 
which at the present time is at a low ebb. 
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Any specif ic counterintelligence action to be taikeh 
by the San Diego Office vill be submitted to the Bureau for 
approval prior to taking such action. 

C. TANGIBLE RESULTS 

At the present time in San Diego it appears that 
groups are having a difficult time rallying support for 
their activities by any except hard core radical elements. 

A "stop the pig" demonstration on 10/3/70 directed against 
the San Diego Police Department was only able to get slightly 
more than 200 persons. It is expected that demonstrations 
in the future will rally more persons due to the backing 
received from students now assembled at the various colleges. 
The People's Commune has been forced to vacate their 
communal type residence through counterintelligence action 
which has made it difficult for them to satisfy their 
landlords. YSA has been held to a small group of individuals 
at SDSC. The SMC is having financial difficulties as are 
the other groups, and it appears that action taken against 
these various radical groups in San Diego by law enforcement 
and other unidentified persons has kept these groups in a 
state of confusion and financial disaster. 

San Diego will continue to be alert for instances 
where counterintelligence action could possibly aid in 
the destruction of tJiese new left groups.

A. POTENTIAL COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

The Students of the Independent Left (SIL) Is no 
longer active at colleges in San Diego. Two of the leaders 
of this group have become involved in the publication of a 
weekly u nderground Diego S treet Journal.

The SDS in San Diego has been temporarily at a y 
low ebb in membership and activity. These groups, includinlg 
the Weatherman Taction, arc presently attempting to stagers \i ^ 
comeback and become organised in the San Diego area. ^ 

I A chapter of the Young Socialist Alliance 

I exists at San Diego State College (SDSC) . 

A group called the Student Mobilization Committee 
has been active at SDSC in anti-war and Vietnam moratoriim 
activities. 

Hew groups such as the Movement for a Democratic 
Military (MDM), the Green Machine, and people associated 
with underground type newspapers published for the military 
service such as Duck Power and Attitude Check have recently 
become active in San Diego. 
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Persons Involved In resistance and antl.draft 
type activities continue to operate in the San Diego area. 

All of the above organizations represent a potential 
for ooun ter intelligence action at this time. 

B. PEKDIKG COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

The connune publishing the San Diego Street Journal 
and persons publishing another underground newspaper called 
the San Diego Door to Liberation have been subjected to 
considerable harassnenT during the past six Months. This 
Includes breaking into both of their offices with considerable 
destruction of Machines and equipment, items being thrown 
or shot through windows and doors of offices of the newspapers 
and the commune Itself, the theft of 2500 copies of the San Diego 
Street Journal , the burning of an automobile parked in front 
of the commune , and many other harassing incidents such as 
threatening telephone calls, theft of records, etcetera. 

As a result of this action, the San Diego Street Journal 
and The Door have published a large number of articles which 
were critical of the San Diego Police Department for not solving 
crimes against these groups and members of the groups have 
contacted the California Department of Justice and other lav 
enforcement agencies In an attempt to force the police 
department to solve these harassing incidents. In view of 
these Incidents, it does not appear that counterintelligence 
action against this particular group at this time would be 
wise due to the possibility of becoolng Involved with other 
incidents that have taken place. 

The SDS, Including the Weatherman faction are 
attempting to become organized in the San Diego area but 
at this time are Ineffectual and are causing little or no 
trouble in the coirounlty. The San Diego Office is attempting 
to heavily infiltrate these groups with informants at the 
start of their organizing activity and should they progress 
to the point where they begin to assert their influence on 
schools and the community, the San Diego Office will recommend 
counterintelligence action to be taken against these groups. 
Several copies of a Reader's Digest story called "SDS: Engineers 
of Campus Chaos'* ere available in the San Diego Office and 
Bureau authority will be requested, at the proper time, to 
Mail copies of these pamphlets to individuals who appear 1 
sympathy with SDS groups in order to weaken the influence 
of these groups . 
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The San Diego Office will recomaend counterintelligence 
-*®_**® taken against MDH, Green Machine, Duck Power and 
Attitude Check at such time as these groups appear to be 
successiui In their organizing efforts. 

Considerable investigation is being conducted 
in San Diego with regard to resistance and anti-^raft 
groups, and at the present time a awssive -interview program 
is in progress to interview everyone connected in any way 
with the harboring of individuals absent without leave or 
in a deserter status, as well as the interview of any 
military nan who has been in such a status who night be able 
to furnish information of an evidentiary nature. Individuals 
who are interviewed have been advised that the FBI is 
conducting an investigation with a view toward prosecuting 
individuals involved in conspiracy to harbor deserters, 
commit acts of sedition, or to violate the law in draft 
resistance work. Tbis has had considerable affect on 
persons who were previously openly active in this type of 
activity. 

C. TANGIBLE RESULTS 

Due to the considerable harassment of the San Diego 
Street Journal , The Door , and the communes in which individuals 
who publish these papers live and resulting publicity by what is 
believed to be right wing organizations, most of the individuals 
involved in radical movements have ceased to operate effectively 
in San Diego. 

It was noted recently that a sign had been posted 
on a GI coffee house called The Waiting Room** in downtown 
San Diego stating. Deserters and AWOLs not welcome*". It is 
believed that the posting of this sign by a group normally 
•dedicated to assisting this type of an Individual has been 
caused by active investigation in the case entitled, "THE 
RESISTANCE". 


As the result of a rally held by the Green Machine 
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is lor extra services provided hy the city such as law 
enforceaent officials, overtime pay, etcetera. Ihe City of 
Oceanside at first refused a permit for the rally and 
parade, but were forced by court order to allow the rally 
and it is the position of the city that extra expenses for 
such a rally not budgeted must be taken care of by someone 
other than the taxpayer. 

Members of the Green Machine have been living In 
a house In Vista, California, where they have had meetings 
in a large four car garage after failing to rent a place 
for a GI coffee house due to resistance by city officials. 
These Individuals have now been ordered to vacate that 
residence and garage by the owner because of the considerable 
activity of law enforcement officers who are interested in 
meetings and gatherings at that residence. 

San Diego will continue to be alert to situations 
which lend themselves to counterintelligence activity, 
however, it is felt that during times when activity by 
new left and radical groups are at a low ebb, excessive 
counterintelligence activities could create sympathy, 
financial support, and an aggravated attitude which might 
increase their activities.

A, POTENTIAL COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

1. The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 

at San Diego State College sends its newsletter 
using a postal permit number assigned to the Wesley Foundation. 
Postal Inspector's Office, San Diego, California, should be 
advised so that appropriate action could be taken to 
investigate this matter further. 

2. The underground newspaper "The Teaspoon" and 
"The Door" does not list members of its editorial 

staff in each weekly publication. Postal Inspectors should 
be contacted to determine whether a newspaper complies with 
the law if it fails to list names of its editorial staff and, 
if not, appropriate action should be taken to insure that this 
matter is thoroughly investigated by appropriate authorities. • 

B. PENDING COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 

1. The SDS Chapter at San Diego State College 
has rented a bouse in San Diego at 3446 Adams 
Street which it calls the Eugene V. Debs Memorial Hall, 
which it uses for its meetings and other functions. The owner 
of this house could be identified and an anonymous letter 
could be written to him stating that as neighbors we resent 
him renting his house to a loud group of anti-American ^ 

college students who are bad neighbors,

In connection with the above Program In the 
San Diego Division, it is recommended that the following 
action be taken: 

1. The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) at 
San Diego State College has rented a bouse at 

3446 Adams Street in San Diego to serve as their meeting place 
and center of operations in the San Diego area. This facility 
is called the Eugene V. Debs Uemorial Hall. It is recommended 
that the owner of this building be identified and that an 
anonymous letter be written to him stating that as neighbors 
living in the vicinity of the facility we resent him renting 
his bouse to loud, boisterous types of college *'kooks” who 
are conducting anti-American meetings in his 

2. Informants have reported that anti-American 
movies have been shown on the campus of San Diego State 
College at the weekly meetings of SDS on several occasions. 

It is recommended that an anonymous letter be written to 
the Board of Regents and other officials at San Diego State 
College complaining that as a father of one of the people 
in the SDS Chapter at that college it is resented that his 
son is being shown anti-American movies and being taught 
anti-American things under the guise of a legitimate college 
activity at meetings held on the campus of a state college, 
and that it is further resented that when this son was sent 

to college to receive an education that this type of education 
is being afforded him at the expense of the taxpayers. It is 
also recommended that a copy of this letter be sent to the News 
Editor, *'San Diego Union** newsp^pi^Q^ — ~H' 

The Bureau is requested to authorize the above proposed

Pursuant to referenced Bureau letter, information 
is being set forth concerning the following categories: 

1) False Allegations of Police Brutality 

The San Diego Division has no instances on record 
concerning police-student encounters during demonstrations. 
During the limited number of previous demonstrations in 
the San Diego area, the students and participants have taken 
deliberate steps to avoid confrontation with police. Thus, 
there are no resulting allegations of police brutality by 
New Left students. 

2) Immorality 

Investigation in individual New Left cases has 
revealed a limited number of instances indicating that 
possible immorality involved. 

In the case member of Students of 

the Independent Left (SIL; at University of California at /. 

San Diego (UCSD) , investigation revealed that MOORE was evicted 
from the dormitory at UCSD for entertaining women in his room.

3) Action by College Administrators 

There have been no instances of violent actions 
on the part of students on any campus in the San Diego Division. 
There have been no overt attempts by militant minority elements 
to take over or to disrupt college campuses in this Division. 
During the '*Ten Days of Protest and Resistance, April 21-30, 1968* 
New X«eft students in the San Diego area decided against 
participation in the ^International Student Strike" because 
they decided there was a general apathy and lack of enthusiasm 
and Interest in this movement in the San Diego area. 

San Diego college administrators have, however, as 
a general rule been rather permissive in allowing extra freedom 
to New Left groups. There is only one instance in which 
a college administration took a firm stand in not allowing 
an activity promoted by New Left students. 

Communist Party of the Southern 

California District CP at Los Ange^^^!a^£ornia, was Invited 
by a group of students at Grossmont Junior College, San Diego, 
to speak to students and to participate in a debate with a 
member of Birch Society. College administrators 

ruled tha'^H^^^^would not be permitted to speak. Students 
have f iled^^p^^lon at San Diego, California, which is now in 
litigation. This petition seeks to over-rule the action of 
the college administrators and allow^||UH|Ato speak at 
Grossmont Junior College. 

The San Diogo Division is constantly on the alert 
for any information which will assist in embarrassing and 
exposing New Left activists. In future investigations of 
individual New Left activists, this Counterintelligence Program 
will be constantly kept in mind and investigation will be 
made with a view in mind to expose these individuals at every 
possible opportunity.

The San Diego Division has three organizations which 
are involved In New Left activities. Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) , Students of the Independent X^ef t (SIL) at 
University of California at San Diego, and The Resistance. 

In addition, there are numerous New Left activists who are 
unaffiliated with any organization.

Following is a list of potential counterintelligence 
action which could be effectively directed against New Left ^ ■ 

activists in the San Diego area: 

iJct) Expose the activities of these individuals to 
their employers, parents, school officials, and other appropriate 
individuals and organizations. 

^'(2) When Incidents arise which are potentially 
embarrassing to these activists, this information could be 
furnished to news media locally through reliable sources for 
publication. Copies of these news articles could then be sent 
to parents, mployers, school officials or other appropriate 
parties. 

^3) Subversive publications or other ^barrassing 
paraphernalia could be mailed or delivered to professors who are 
faculty advisors to New Left organizations at the various colleges. 
This type of counterintelligence activity could also be directed 
against student activists at their places of employment, and 
could resul t in much embarrassment to the^ and exposure of their 
activities and interests. y / 
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Vhere opportunities arise, a program of ^ 

■isinfomatioD could be directed against Kev Left organieaaions 

i nd individuals so as to confuse then and disrupt their | 
ctivities. For example, vhere events are planned, notifioation 
that the event had been postponed or cancelled could be given 
to New Left leaders and members. 




Under proper circumstances. New Left leaders 
and activists, vith the cooperation of local police agencies, 
could be arres ted" f or Illegal activities, and thereafter could 
be exposed threoigh reliable news media.

Where warranted, a concentrated counterintelligence 
program could be directed against leading activists. 

The San Diego Division believes that utilization 
of the above counterintelligence methods should result in 
exposure, disruption, and neutralization of the efforts of the 
New Left activists in the San Diego area.
